They ° 
asserted that the Isldm religion itself teaches no mercy, and that bloodshed and 
inhumanity are the chief distinguishing features of the Musalmans. Is not the 
expression of such views calculated to wound the feelings of the Indian Musalmans ? :

The second class consists of chiefs who observe both Hindu and Muhammadan cus- 
toms, and the third class of those who are getting Anglicized. The Hindu and 
Musalman chiefs in the first class are entirely under the influence of Pandits and 
Maulvis respectively, and. know nothing of representative institutions, and their 
subjects are fully satisfied with their administration. They are loyal to the core 
to the British Government whose supremacy they have accepted. ‘The second class 
of chiefs celebrate both the Hindu and the Musalman festivals, such as the Hoh, 
the Devali, the Basant, the I’d, the Muharram &c. ‘lhe Hindu or the Musalman

16. The Hindustént (Lucknow), of the 13th February, observes that the 
masses in a town do not care to know why a new tax jg 
levied, or how the sections of the Police Act Amendment 
Bill are discussed, being perfectly content to lead a 
quiet life; provided that they are not disturbed ip 
their domestic ease and security. But if the peace of the town isin any way > 
disturbed, and they suffer from it, they feel irritated, and attribute their entire 
difficulties and sufferings to the Government itself, though the latter might plead 
ever so much to have had a clean hand in the matter. Henee the duty of a good city 
Magistrate is first to preserve peace, and secondly to see that the people have no 
complaint of any wrong being done to them. The people of Lucknow have two 
general complaints at present ; one of them is that thefts and robberies have greatly 
increased, because Mr. Mulock having been transferred to another district, bad 
characters, who had left the town in his time, have returned. Now the District 
Superintendent of Police should be able either to deny the truth of the complaint 
or to take steps to remedy the evil. It is quite possible that thefts have been 
very frequent of late. There is a great scarcity of food grains in the District, and 
thousands of starving persons have flocked into the town from the surrounding 
places. Some of these live by labour, while others getting no employment, 
either die of starvation or commit thefts. Again, the frequent change of the city 
Magistraté is very favourable to bad characters. During the last 3 or 4 years 
there was hardly a city Magistrate who was allowed to hold the post for more than a 
year. No officer can know all about the bad characters of a town and deal with them 
successfully, unless he stays in the town sufficiently long, say for 10 or at least 
5 years. ‘The second complaint of the people is the great delay which the Municipal 
Board make in according permission to build houses. Mr. Darrah, the Chairman, 
Municipal Board, could not have any idea of the trouble and inconvenience, he has 
caused to the people, when he passed an order directing every application for build- 3 
ing houses, chabutras (platforms), cleaning drains, &c. to be first forwarded. to the a 
Naztl Department before it was made over toa Municipal Member for report. 
This complicated procedure takes not less than two months tothe great annoyance 
and trouble of the applicant. One could understand the order if it directed applica- 
tions for the erection of new buildings to be submitted first to the Nazdl Depart- 
ment. But one is at a loss to understand what the Nazil Department can possibly 
have to do if a person wants to add a second or third storey to his house or 
cleanse a drain. The editor, therefore, requests the Deputy Commisioner to 
see that bad characters are severely dealt with, and that the people are not by
